uranium, was reported to the Ital­ 
ian Lincei academy Monday by Sen­ 
ator Mario Corbino, who saw in the 
accomplishment evidence that the 
world will grow young again and its 
materials will be renewed. 
The discovery was made, he said, 
by Enrico Fermi, member of the 
academy, through bombarding nu­ 
clei of uranium with neutrons. 
“Urnaium after having absorbed 
neutrons converted 
itself 
rapidly 
through emission of electrons into 
an 
element 
placed 
immediately 
higher in the series, that is. a new 
element, bearing the number 93,” 
said Senator Corbino. 
Somewhat Like Manganese 
“This element embraced a nuclear 
Assoria- • char^e fe a te r than that of any ex­ 
isting element. The new element is 
radio-active, and its chemical prop­ 
erties are 
analagous to those of 
manganese." 
Senator Corbino told his distin­ 
guished audience, which included 
King Victor Emmanuel, that “the 
study of the nucleus, now in its be­ 
ginning, aims at the ambitious plan 
of giving back 
to the earth the 
youthfulness of its materials." 
“One can now affirm, 


vacancies among simple bodies be­ 
tween the extremes of No. I, hydro­ 
gen, and No. 2, uranium. 
“In the case of the new element. 
93. however, we deal instead with 
the artificial fabrication of a new 
element constituted outside the se­ 
ries of elements known on earth.”

HE next big event scheduled 
for Gettysburg, which will 
bring between 2.000 and 3,000 per­ 
sons here for four days in August, 
and many thousand additional on 
the day of the big colorful pa­ 
rade, is the annual convention of 
the Pennsylvania Association of 
Elks lodges. 
Approximately 140 
lodges, with memberships from 
200 to 1,000 each, will be repre­ 
sented at the convention. 
State officers of the Elks asso­ 
ciation 
have 
expressed 
their 
pleasure over the plans of Get­ 
tysburg lodge of Elks for their 
entertainment and they are con­ 
stantly boosting the forthcoming 
convention in t h e i r travels 
throughout the state. It is hoped 
to make the Gettysburg conven­ 
tion the largest in the history of 
the state organization. 
Various and sundry means have 
been adopted by the local general 
committee of 24 to raise funds for 
the entertainment of the guests 
and for cash prizes for those par­ 
ticipating in the parade and de­ 
gree team contests, but the local 
committee will, of necessity, have 
to depend largely upon the gen­ 
erosity of Gettysburg business 
people to nfake up the bulk of 
the necessary fund for expenses. 
Most of the visiting Elks will 
come to Gettysburg for a good 
time, as well as to look after the 
serious business of tile organiza­ 
tion, and it is conservatively es­ 
timated that they will spend in 
town upward of $100,000. Every­ 
body will benefit directly or in­ 
directly from the gathering here 
and for that reason everybody 
can well afford to contribute in 
advance to the necessary fund 
to take care of their entertain­ 
ment. 
It is announced by C. C. Hut­ 
ton, general chairman of the lo­ 
cal committee, that earnest solici­ 
tation for the fund will be be­ 
gun within the next two weeks. 
Encourage the Elks committee 
and thereby inspire those who 
are willing to give unselfishly of 
their time and effort to promote 
these enterprises to go out after 
other big conventions and boo«t 
business generally with the cir­ 
culation of the “outside money” 
these conventions visitors and 
delegates bring to town.
